Company is changing how nation orders, receives food

The next food-delivery disruption is happening in- 
side a 2,000-square-foot kitchen in Downtown Indi- 
anapolis. Here, on a Tuesday morning, about a dozen 
workers are ramping up for a lunch rush. 

Cooks are lined up along three aisles flanked by 
stainless steel tables. Their eyes pivot, glancing up at 
monitors and back down to the food they’re making — 


If you were to look on from a small storage area off 
to the side, you’d see food glide from left to right, like 
words in a pleasing sentence, from preparation to a 
packaging area, where brown paper bags are handed 
out the door to drivers who will drop them off — one 
per courier — to someone’s curb within six minutes. 

Food-delivery startup ClusterTruck is changing 
the way Americans order and receive food, starting at 
the corner of North Pennsylvania and East St. Clair 
streets and expanding to other cities. Not necessarily 
because of this kitchen, or even because of the partic-

Tariff case could increase 
cost of imported panels

When Sen. Brandt Hershman, R- 
Buck Creek, crafted the much-debated 
legislation that phases out an incentive 
for rooftop solar, he looked at the plum- 
meting price of solar panels and decided 
that the incentive was no longer need- 
ed. 

Now, that assumption may change. 

President Donald Trump will rule by 
Jan. 13 on a pending tariff case brought 
by a U.S. manufacturer. Such a tariff 
would drive up the cost of solar panels 
imported from abroad. 

Depending on its size, the tariff could 
have a cooling effect on an industry in 
Indiana that is already wondering what 
a future without net metering will mean 
for business. The Indiana solar market 
is particularly sensitive to these kind of 
price changes, due to the low cost of 
electricity in the state. 

Just the suggestion of the tariffs had 
an effect on the market, according to 
Colin Smith, a solar analyst for GTM Re- 
search. “(There was) a rush to buy mod- 
ules, which caused the prices to rise a 
bit.” 

Suniva, an American company that 
manufactures solar panels, filed the tar- 
iff case with the International Trade 
Commission in May. Their request 
would have doubled the cost of solar 
panels imported from overseas, which 
would have devastated an industry that 
has been growing rapidly in recent 
years.
